Season Simultaneously, the Former at West

Saturday, April 26, could have well 
been termed Mugivan and Bowers 
Day as far as circusdom is concerned. 

For it was on this day that their 
two enterprises, the Hagenbeck-Wal- 
lace Circus and the John Robinson 
Circus, began their season's activities, 
the former at West Baden, Ind., and 
the latter at Peru, Ind. 

The weather has been rather cool 
in the Middle West, especially at 
night, for this time of the year, but 
despite this the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Show had a good house at the matinee 
in West Baden, while at night busi- 
ness was but fair. Business for the 
Robinson Show at Peru was fine both 
afternoon and night. 

The performances of the Hagen- 
beck-Wallace aggrégation in West 
Baden were considered more of a 
preliminary or tryout nature, the of- 
ficial opening taking place in Cincin- 
nati, the next stop, Monday afternoon, 
on the Cumminsville show grounds. 
Altho weather conditions were none 
too favorable, it being a gloomy day, 
and a heavy rain occurring just 
as the performance was to start, 
the attendance at the matinee was 
very good, and if rain doesn’t inter- 
fere it will without doubt be a ca- 
pacity house, if not a turnaway at 
night. The engagement in Cincinnati 
is for two days, the show appearing in 
Norwood the second day. The train 
of twenty-eight cars, beautifully 
painted a dark orange, with brown 
trimmings and gold and white letter- 
ing, arrived at Cumminsville Sunday 
afternoon, and thousands of people 
were on the show grounds and at the 
Tuns anxious to see the unloading and 
setting up. The entire train is lighted 
by electricity. Much of the equip- 
ment is entirely new, and as to the 
balance, it has been rebuilt and re- 
painted, giving the appearance of 
newness. All of which reflects great 
credit upon Manager Bert Bowers, 
who, with Superintendent W. H. (Bill) 
Curtiss and Louis D. Thilman and an 
efficient staff, gave his personal atten- 
tion to getting the show in shape since 
it came under his and Jerry Mugivan’s 
control last fall. 


Monday morning a parade was 
staged in the downtown section of the 
city, witnessed by thousands of peo- 
ple along the streets and from build- 
ing windows. The cages and wagons, 


resplendent in fresh coats of paint and 
gold leaf and drawn by fine specimens 
of draft stock; the ring stock, ridden 
by the various performers in beautiful 
costumes; the elephants, with their 
fine trappings; the camels, the clown 
band, ete., made a splendid showing, 
causing much favorable comment 
among the thousands of spectators. 
The Hagenbeck-Wallace Show this 
season is using the same big top as 
last year, with one pole less. As sched- 
uled, the performance at the Monday 
matinee started promptly at 2:15, pre- 
ceded by a fine overture by Billy Rab- 
bie’s Band. and ran with remarkable 
smoothness for the beginning of the 
season. While there are no exception- 
ally big features in the show this year, 
many novelties were presented, in- 


cluding several new clown numbers, 
all of which were greatly appreciated 
by the audience, as was evidenced by 
the applause showered on them. The 
usual chariot races have been elimi- 
nated. Bud Gorman is back at his 
old pest, that of equestrian director,

New York, April 28.—At a meeting 
held in Paris, France, on April 25 the 
dramatic and lyric performers of the 
French stage decided to form a union. 
The new organization will be affiliated 
with the National Theater Union and 
thru it with the General Labor Fed- 
eration of France. This means that 
the unionized French artists are sever- 
ing relations with the International 
Artisten Loge of Germany, but, de- 
spite the defection, the Artisten Loge 
is considered to be stronger than ever, 
as they have recently taken all the 
lyric artists of Germany into their or- 
ganization. 

The vaudeville artists of France 
have had a union for years known ag 
the Syndicate des Artists Lyrique, and 
all the European stage unions are af- 


filiated with the White Rats. 


-KLAW-ERLANGER SPLIT 


Has Reached an Acute Stage and if Dissolution Does 
Not Ensue a Realignment, With A. L. Erlanger 


as the Head and Active 


Manager, and Mr. Klaw 


Silent and Practically Retired, Assured 


New York, April 26.—The domi- 
nant subject of conversation in New 
York last week was the trouble 
between Klaw & Erlanger. It was 
precipitated by a long and. sensa- 
tional article in The New York World, 
which, while it recited nothing new, 
averred that decisive action was im- 
minent. 


Neither Klaw nor Erlanger nor 
Joseph Klaw nor any of their subor- 
dimates or intimate friends would talk 
for publication however, and altho ru- 
mors multiplied and there were many 
conflicting stories regarding the dis- 
solution and realignment of the big 
theatrical booking interests as a re- 
sult of the break between Mare and 
A. L., it was not until vesterday that 
anything authoritative was forthcom- 
ing. 

It was given out last night by one 
very near and close to both the prin- 
cipals that the present situation can 
have but one outcome. Mr Erlanger, 


who is a two-thirds owner of the Klaw 
& Erlanger interests, and has long 
been the more active of the partners, 
will either buy out the interests of 
Mr. Klaw or else become sole manag- 
ing director of a reorganized company. 
In this latter event Mr. Klaw would 
remain in the firm as a silent partner. 

On no account, however, will Mr. 
Erlanger withdraw from active busi- 
ness. If Mr. Klaw sells his interests 
in the firm of Klaw & Erlanger he will 
thereafter make only a few produc- 
tions, and these will be largely on be- 
half of his son, Joseph Klaw. 

There has recently been considera- 
ble irresponsible speculation regard- 
ing the future of the booking situation. 
A report current yesterday was to the 
effect that Mr. Klaw would become as- 
sociated next season with Cohan & 
Harris, and that that firm would ac- 
cordingly swing its attractions to the 
Shubert offices. Winchell Smith and

PEACE EXPOSIT ION 
To Be Held i in a Detroit in 1922 


Will Cost Approximately $100,- 
000,000—Charles M. 
Schwab To Be Di- 
rector General 


Metroit, Mich., April 28.—Mayor 
Couzens announced Saturday that an 
International World Peace Exposition 
will be held in Detroit in 1922. The 
project is expected to cost approx- 


imately $100,000,000 and will be one 
of the most stupendous events of the . 


kind ever attempted in the United 
States. 

Plans have progressed to the point 
where Charles M. Schwab, director- 
general of the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration, has consented to organize a 
company, and he aiso will be director- 
general of the exposition. The site 
selected is a huge tract on the Detroit 
River from the city waterworks to 
Grosse Pointe, and containing thou- 
sands of acres. 

It is expected that almost three 
years will be required to build the 
big show. The plans for the exposi- 
tion will be drawn by Fred J. V. Skiff, 
who was general manager of the Chi- 
cago, Buffalo, St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco world’s fairs. 

Further announcements of the plans 
for the exposition are expected to be 
made as soon as they take more 
definite shape.

New York, April 28.—Evidently 
stirred to action by the threat of the 
organized exhibitors of New York 
State against obscene and indecent 
pictures the National Association of 
the Motion Picture Industry, which 
consists entirely of manufacturers, 
held a meeting at the Claridge Hotel 
last night, and announced a self-im- 
posed censorship.

Detroit, April 28.—To the observer 
who has kept his eye on the theatrical 
barometer during the past decade 
dynamic Detroit’s development is 
nothing short of phenomenal. Time 
was when the town was looked upon 
as a theatrical graveyard, an opinion 
justified in many instances thru stand- 
ards determined by box-office receipts. 
Many an Eastern producer demurred 
at signing contracts for a week’s stand 
in this city for a new and expensive 
production, because their misgivings 
frequently came true with discourag- 
ing business and a “gross” scarcely 
sufficient to pay salaries and move 
the show. 


Simultaneously with the impetus 
given Detroit by the expansion and 
development of the automobile indus- 
try, the mercury in the theatrical 
barometer began to climb and has 
kept on climbing until it is practically 
all at the top of the glass for all 
forms of amusement. 


The great army of skilled mechan- 
ics, now rapidly approaching the mil- 
lion mark, drawing the highest av- 
erage per capita compensation of any 
city in the world, is largely responsible 
for the changed conditions which have 
transformed the old town from a 
“graveyard” to a veritable gold mine 
for things theatrical. 

Detroit is swaggering ‘out of its 

,week-stand “togs” and is a strong 
candidate for extended runs. Even a 
two weeks’ stay of the big successes 
is insufficient to take care of local de- 
mands, and it is altogether likely 
when the new edition of the Ziegfeld 
Follies comes to town the contracts 
will call for four weeks. When the 
Follies played the New Detroit during 
the past winter Florenz Ziegfeld told 
The Billboard that he could have held 
the show here two additional weeks

Picture House in Cleveland 


Cleveland, O., April 26.—Most im- 
portant feature of local amusement 
circles this week was the opening of 
the new Euclid Theater, the largest 
and handsomest downtown picture 
establishment in this city, and one 
that eventually may become part of 
the consolidation of Marcus Loew en- 
terprises in this section.

Harrisburg, Pa., April 26.—Several 
bills affecting various branches of the 
amusement world are being considered 
by the State Legislature in session 
here. A few weeks ago the Rorke Bill 
providing for Sunday concerts, enter- 
tainments and motion picture shows 
was defeated. <A second bill now be- 
fore the Legislature seeks to legalize 
Sunday concerts, but makes no pro- 
vision for motion picture shows.

Nixon revealed the fact that the the- 
atrical magnate carried life insurance 
for between $275,000 and $285,000. 
Mr. Nixon died at the age of 70, at 


his home in Philadelphia, after a 
short illness last December. 
The suits, which were filed by 


Arthur S. Arnold, one of the execu- 
‘ors, against the Philadelphia Life 
Insurance Company and the Mutual 
Penefit Life Insurance Company of 
Newark, N. J., are based upon a 
claim of about $1,300 from each com- 
pany, which the executors allege has 
not been paid. The defendants say 
they have paid all that is due and that 
the $2,600 is covered on premiums for 
a nine-month period previous to Mr. 
Nixon's death, to which the estate is 
not entitled. 

Mr. Arnold, the executor, explained 
that the suit is an amicable one, and 
has been carried into court only to 
thresh out a technicality.

Cleveland, ©., April 26.—First ac- 
tual development in the new theater 
angle of the consolidation of local 
vaudeville and picture house interests, 
in which Marcus Loew is taking the 
lead here, is announced this week in 
the plans for the theater in the East 
105th Euclid section of the city. In- 
cidentally, according to present plans, 
this will be the largest one-floor house 
in the city, as it is proposed to seat 
2,600 persons on the ground floor.

To the Editor of The Billboard: 

Dear Sir—It is well for the weary world that 
there is at times an outburst of unconscious 
humor, and when I say that I refer to Maurice 
Goodman's championship of J, C, Nugent in 
last week’s Billboard. 

I always feel sorry for Manrice Goodman, 
very sorry, and have quite a kindly feeling for 
him because he is the secretary or treasurer or 
representative of so many different organiza- 
tions and associations. He represents in one 
capacity or anotber the V, M. P. A., the U. B. 
0., the 229 West Forty-sixth Street Corpora- 
tion, the N. V. A., B, F. Keith’s Theater Com- 
pany of New York, B. F. Keith’s Theater 
Company of Connecticut, Vandeville Collection 
Agency and others. I represent the W. R. A. 
a, a. & &.. Gs mG, tae. 4. 4. dA ome 
many others, and I know the work that i« at- 
tached to it, but my position Is much easier 
than Mr, Goodman's, becanse I know that all 
tle corverations and organizations I represent 
are allied, and admit it and say so, wnhereu- 
Mr. Goodman has to spend half his time in 
saying and attempting to prove that none of 
his organizations and corporations have any- 
thing to do with each other, and so no wonder 


he often slips up and makes mistakes. More 


especially when we find him with a new client 
fn the shape of John Charles Nugent. 

Not only is this affidavit an exhibition of 
humor, but it is an exhibition of the actor's 
vanity to the highest degree. Here we have a 
man whose initials are J, C. N., so full of 
vanity, so obsessed with a sense of hia own Im 
portance that wherever he sees the initials 
J. C. N. be thinks it means himself, and not 
only that but thinks that the whole worl! 
thinks it Is he, toe great J. C. N. Conceit can 
no further go. 

There must be thousands of J. C. Na. In thi« 
country, and hundreds of them in the vandeville 
business, and no one who read J. C. N.’s letter 
with intelligence conld tmagine that J. C. Nu- 
gent wrote it, because of its clearness of thought, 
its method of expression, and because it was 
net three or four columns long, When I say 
clearness of thonght let me give an example. 

Nngent’s affidavit cons!*ts of nine and one- 
half lines, and in that nine and one-half lines 
there are two absolute confusions of thought. 
One where Nugent say« ‘“‘Are a misuse of my 
name.”” No one used his name. His name was 
never mentioned till last week. and then by 
his friend, J. Aldrich Libbey. He furtber says 
that thi< letter was a misrepresentation of his 
ideas. The letter in question was not a mis- 
representation or representation of ideas at all, 


it was a request, more or less genuine, for in- 
formaion. So that when fn an affidavit Mr, 
Nugent can not write nine and one-lialf lines 
without twice mixing himself up and confusing 
Us teaders bow cau anyone believe that he 
was the author of the J, ©. N. letter? 

The aftidavit itself gives rise to many curi- 
ous thoughts, The whole profession knows and 
remefibers the rush and flush of affidavits in 
1917, when actors were compelled to swear af- 
fidavits and forward them to one of Mr, Good- 
man's clients before they were allowed to work, 
I wonder if this wasn't the reason for this 
affidavit? In other words, was Mr. Nugent told 
he was to swear to this affidavit or be wouldn't 
play any more of their time? If not, it Is 
a curious colacidence at any rate that this af- 
fidavit should be sent to the attorney for the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Assvciation, 

Further, Mr. Editor, this, while called an age 
of reconstruction, Is evidently an age of reveia- 
tion. During the past few months many things 
have been revealed to the actor, We have bad 
revealed to us who guve the minutes of the 
Board of Dir-ctors of the White Rats to Mr. 
Goodman. We have bad revealed to us that the 
y. M. P. A, paid for the Vemberton case, aud 
now comes this latest revelation that Mr. 
Goodman is willing and anxious and requests 
that bis letter and Mr. Nugent's affidavit be 
published as a full-page a:lvertisement. This is 
significdnt, and I ask both Mr, Goodman and 
Mr. Nugent to explain why Mr. Goodman wants 
to pay $175 to publish an affidavit of Mr. Nu- 
gent’s, and why Mr, Nugent should write to 
Mr. Goodman about the matter at all, which 
he did, because Mr, Goolman’s letter says: 


“I am in receipt today of a letter from Mr. 
James C, Nugent in which he refers to an ar- 
ticle appearing in The Billbuard of March 29," 


Why should Mr. Nugent run to Mr. Goodman 
as a child runs to fts mamma, and why sbould 
Mr. Goodman want to pay $175 to tell the worid 
that Mr. Nugent bas sworn an affidarit that 
he did not write a certain letter? More espe- 
clally when it does not matter one fota, one 
breath of air who the real author is. It drings 
to mind the fact that there has also been re- 
vealed in the Federal investigation the fact that 
Bert and Lottie Walton, who wrote anotlier let- 
ter, received a route for doing so. It has also 
been revealed that Bert and Lottie Walton did 
not pay for that full-page advertixement, and 
we may therefore ask, did Mr, Goodman pay 
for the Bert and Lottie Walton full page and 
for the Laura Guerite letter and the Dave 
Nowlin letter and the Fred Hallen letter and 
the other wonderful (7?) letters signed by differ- 
ent actors all almed ac this organization? One 
thing is sure, none of them wrote them. And 
another thing is equally sure, none of them 
paid for their insertlon. Is Mr. Nugent to be 
classed among these? Evidently, for here we 
have in Mr. Goodman's own writing over Mr. 
Goodman's signature an order to publish Nu- 
gent’s stuff in a full page and to send the bill 
to Mr. Govdman. Can it be, and here a drea:l- 
ful thought leaps to my mind, that Mr. 1- 
man also wrote the first Nugent letters?

executive now, as I understand it from his 
statement? 
A. Well, I am still a life member myself 


of the White Rats, but I do not know when 
they had their last meeting. I have not been 
at a meeting since 1915. 

Q. Do you know of any following that Harry 
Mountford has now? 

A. No, I would not know. My presence in 
the bysiness now would not really allow me to 
know. That is, I do not get around the circuits. 


MR, WALSH EXAMINING 
. These minutes of the White Rats Actors’ 
Unien that were introduced here, they ate dated

Q. And unanimonsly elected? 
A. Yes. I thought you meant was 7 there.

MR. WALSH EXAMINING 
Q. You said this morning in response to @ 
question by a gentlemen on the other side that 
you believed Mr. Mountford was dishonest? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. Will you explain just what that state- 
ment was based upon? 


A. Well, for one reason, our by-laws said 
that In order to become a member a man had 
to pay $25 Initiation fee and $10 a year dues. 
When Mr. Mountford came in he immediately 
sent out a notificatiox—I say immediately, but 
I mean sometime after he came in—telling the 
actor that be could become a member for $5 and 
for a certain limited time. He also stated 
that anyone who owed dues could pay $5 and 
be reinstated. That was absolutely against the 
by-laws, and, naturally, it was illegal, Those 
men who gave the $5 were not members of the 
White Rats, and therefore I think the money 
was gotten illegally. I do not think it was 
honest. That is one reason, 

Mr. Goodman: Name others, since we have 
opened up the subject. 


The Witness: Another reason: Mr. Mount- 
ford was brought into the organization as an 
organizer, not to handle any moneys and not 
te sign any checks. I told the Board of Di- 
rectors to keep an eye on Mountford and every- 
thing he did. I left New York to go on the 
Orpheum Circuit, but I played a few weeks 
rior to that—one I remember in Chicago—tben 

came to Cleveland and ther to New York, and 
played the Palace prior to going on the Orphe- 
um Circuit, and Mountford had been to Chicago, 
where I bad met him when I played Chicago, 
and he had heen to Boston and I"hiladelphia. 
I asked the Board of Directors, thrn the secre- 
tary, who was Mr. Cooke at the time, if he 
had any report on Mr. Monuntford'’s expenses. 
The Board of Directors did not even know how 
much Mr. Mountford took. I found cut thru 
the cashier that it was two hundred and some 
oda doliars—I think in the neighborhood of 
$250. I asked the Board of Directors if they 
had any report on that and I found they did 
not. I called Mr. Mountford into the room, 
and I said, “Mr, Mountford, I would like to 
have your expense account for the trip to Bos- 
ton, Chicago and Philadelphia. He said to me, 
“Why, big chief, if I were to put down all the 
expenses I have undergone I would have my 
pencil and paper in my hand all the time.” I 
eaid, ‘‘Mountford, I am no fool and you are no 


. 


fool. You are handling actors’ money and it 
is not your money, nor is it my money, and if 
I were in your position I would have a paper 
and pencil in my hand all tie time and show 
exactly where every man's and every woman's 
money went. I want you to make out a state- 
ment to tbe Board of Directors.” I never saw 
the statement. I do not think that that wae 
an honest transaction. 

By Mr, Walsh: 

Q. He went to those places on the organiza- 
tion’s business? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Kelly: Where there any other reasons? 

Mr. Walsh: Wait a minute, 

By Mr, Walsh: 

Q. Was that, in your judgment, an exces- 
sive amount to spend? 


Mr. Kelly: I object to that as immaterial. 

Examiner Moore: Well, the whole thing is 
Teally immaterial. 

The Witness: I would not want to say it 
was, 

Mr. Walsh: That is all. 


The Witness: I would not want to say it 
was excessive, but I wanted a statement. 

Q. Are there any other reasons? 

A. Why, 1 recall the eighth day of Decem- 
ber, 1915, receiving a telegram from Edward 
Esmond. I read something to this style: ‘I 
have been nominated for big chief of the White 
Rats by Junie McCree and Fred Niblo. If I 
can have your support I can win easily."" I 
answered that telegram in which I said, ‘‘The 
candidate who is selected by the majority of 
the members will be my choice. I am not going 
to be a candidate.”’ 


Two days later, on the tenth, I received a 
circular letter telling me of this re-election 
and telling me it served me with notice that I 
might run again if I saw fit as big chief, and 
it was stamped “‘Harry Mountford.’’ I took it 
as a direct insult, as I was president of the 
organization. I did not believe I should have 
received a circular letter of something that an- 
other man notified me of two days before. In 
other words he was nominated for president by 
Junie McCree and Fred Niblo before they even 
gave me the common courtesy of refusing or 
acceptirg. I partly laid that to Mr. Mountford. 
A telegram followed that letter up and asked 
me if 1 would make a statement in Variety as 
to why I would not run again, and giving me a 
few sentences that I might use. I wired back 
and told Mr, Mountford I was capable of mak- 
ing my own statements. Naturally the tele- 
gram following up Esmond’s telegram and the 
circular letter I laid that to Mountford, and I 
figured he was not working honestly. That 
is that reason. 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 

By Mr. Goodman: 

Q. On these trips that you mentioned ont of 
town was Mountford collecting any money from 
actors in those towns? 

A. Not to my knowledge, sir. 

Q. Are you acquainted, or do you remember 
the time when there were levy Usts printed in 
The Player? 

Yes, sir. 

Q. Where was published in The Player a 
list of numbers of anonymous and fictitious 
names of persons who had sent money to Mr. 
Mountford. Do you recal! that? 

A. I recall a number of names and Lists. 

Q. Do you recall that those names were 
handled exclusively by either Mr. FitzPatrick 
or Mr. Mountford? 

A. No, that I do not know. I do not know 
who handled them. 

Q. Is there any other reason that led you 
to your opinion of Mr. Mountford. 

. Yes, sir; Mountford to me was always 
an egotist, 

Examiner Moore: It seems to me there 
should be some limit to— 

Mr. Kelley: Well, they opened this up. 

Examiner Moore: But you will be going all 
over creation along this line. Mr. Mountford’s 
character is not at issue here that I can see 
at this time, at least. and it strikes me that 
there ought to be a Iimit to which this testl- 
mony can go.

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AUTO COLLISION 


Causes Death of Three Performers and 
Serious Injuries to Several Others 


New York, April 27.—In a head on collision 
between two automobile busses near Tenafly, 
one of which was carrying performers from the | 
road show playing Camp Merritt, N. J., last 
Friday night, John F. Sully, Vincent Sully and 
Mrs. Paul Perching were killed and Evelyn 
and Lillian Young, of the Young Sisters, were 
seriousky injured. Lillian Young is in the 
Englewood Hospital suffering from a double 
fracture of the hip and a dislocated shoulder. 
The show was made up of eight acts, but five 
of them walked to the station at Dumont, N. 
J., and in that manner escaped being in the 
accident. 

On being interviewed by a reporter from The 
Billboard, Miss Evelyn Young said: ‘‘The busses 
were traveling at a very high speed, estimated 
by the Chief of Police as between thirty-five 
ang forty miles an hour. The road was per- 
fectly straight, and there was lots of room for 
two busses to pass. Both of the chauffeurs 
were very young, and the one on my bus was 
being broken in by an older man. There were 
no headlights on the other machine and I be- 
lieve there was no light on ours. The accident 
happened but a few moments after we left 
the camp gates, and immediately afterward a 
military cordon was thrown around the scene of 
the accident. Vincent Sully was killed Instantly, 
John Sully was pierced thru the body with a 
large plece of wood and died in Camp Merritt 
Hospital. Mrs. Perching died in my arms while 
being taken back to camp. Lieut. Koster, 
Headquarters Company, took immediate charge, 
and was most kind to everybody. Mrs. Sully 
is at the base hospital suffering from severe 
lacerations and probably a broken ankle.” 

The busses were operated by the Tenafly Trans- 
portation Co., and both of the chauffeurs are 
being held for manslaughter. The military 
authorities are going to hold a strict investiga- 
tion, as Major Bunch and Private Epps were 
killed and several other soldiers injured.

“The actors’ union rumor, however, will bear watching. Personally, 
I believe that sooner or later it will come to pass, and probably as a 
campaign instituted and directed by the Actors’ Equity Association. 

“Whether it will result in the establishment of what the artisans 
speak of as ‘the closed shop,’ or in some sort of compromise that will guar- 
antee the player full, or at least half, pay for rehearsals, and certain 
guarantees against his being unfairly dealt with by unreliable producing 


managers, there is no telling. 


“It will be a fairly difficult matter for any organization to control the 
situation absolutely, unless its demands are generally admitted to be 


reasonable and fair to both parties. 


And, on the other hand, it is be- 


coming increasingly difficult for any employer of men and women to deal 
otherwise than fairly with them, and, as the saying is, ‘get away with it.’ 
It will be a great pity if the ill-considered action of either party is per- 
mitted to interfere with the promised prosperity of the theater next 


season.”

There were several amusing bits in the first 
part that made for laughter, such as the com 
ics’ shoetying proposal to Flo, the entrance of 
the blackmailing brother, pistol practice, a mu 
sical sword duel, wine-drinking table scenes 
wheelbarrow betting bit. three stolen bracelets 
a la the stolen papers and be shot at sunrise. 
The Bogards and their condensed food pills. 
Lottie Lee’s copping coin on the plea of losing 
her papa and mama, the seasick Buick 
prop. auto carrying comics with designs on the 
fair passengers, Miss Buckley and Lee, who, re- 
fusing to kiss, got out to walk. 

The finale of the first part, with Madaline 
Buckley leading, made a pleasing, patriotic 
spectacle. In the background part of the chorus 
formed a pyramid apexed by the Allied colored 
flags, while part of the chorus lined up on both 
sides of stage in trick uplifting skirts that pre- 
sented high-hatted Uncle Sam, 

The second part was the interior of Dooley's 
drug store, with its realistic soda fountain, 
candy counter, supplemented by a stage drug 
counter that Martin overturned into a row boat. 

A phoney phone booth enabled Bogard to in- 
stall Collins in the interior to act as the hello 
girl. 

Al Martin, fn excellent voice, rendered She 
Can't Do Enough for Him Now, and followed 
with a pickout of choristers, who in song and 
dance demonstrated their individual accomplish 
ments to the entire satisfaction of the critical 
Olympics, who applauded and recalled the 
several times,

Scenery about average, altho the Dooley drug 
store offered something artistic and realistic. 

Gowns and costumes attractive and changed 
frequently.

There have been very much better bills pre- 
sented at this house than the offerings afford 
this week, altho individually the acts were 
good. There was too much of a sameness to 
the numbers.

Few people can see things accurately and at the same time see the whole thing. Many

Too many of us are so used to peering at partial truths that we fail to see the whole 
truth, and amongst those who err is the editor of The Billboard. At least I presume it was 
the editor of The Billboard (though the article is not signed), but this is what he sald in a 
recent article:

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HOW PUBLISHERS 


Must Meet Changing Conditions in 
Music Publishing Field 

Chicago, April 26.—That conditions in music 
publishing are rapidly changing and must be 
met by a corresponding change in the publisher’s 
method of procedure was clearly outlined by 
Frank Clark, general Western manager for Wa- 
terson, Berlin & Snyder. 

“In the old days,’’ Clark explained, ‘‘when a 
definite type of song engaged the attention of 


the genera] public it was comparatively easy for| . 


any large publishing concern to concentrate on 
a number written along the same vein. But 
nowadays, with the world war only recently con- 
cluded, no one style of song is ‘‘ace high’’ in 
public favor. Therefore it is necessary for a 
leading publishing concern to issue many types 
of songs. Thus the publisher is forced to work 
on from twelve to twenty numbers, whereas he 
used to work on one, and each of these many 
songs must be as superior as the one song 
formerly was or the publishing concern faces 
@ great financial loss because of the divided 
“plug.” 

The increase in the output means greatly 
augmented house staffs and also involves the 
incorporation of additional departments to take 
care of the many branches of endeavor opened 
up by publishing songs of widely varied char- 
acter. 

“Despite these changes,’’ Clark continued, “I 
find greater personal interest in the work fall- 
ing to me and 1 take satisfaction in the fact 
that our firm is prepared to supply singers with 
any kind of a song desired.’’

CINCY’S CHILDREN’S THEATER

The Adventures of Peter Rabbit and Reddy 
Fox, a three-act play dramatized and produced 
by Helen Schuster-Martin, was given by the 
Cincinnati Children’s Theater at the Lyric 
Theater Friday afternoon, April 25, proving 
both an artistic and Snancial success. 
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THE TYPE SYSTEM 
The “type system” of choosing actors has 
been very much in evidence during the present 
season, due no doubt to the fact that many of 
the plays recently produced have as their lea:l- 
ing characters youthful heroines, and the de- 
mand of the public for really youthful players 
in youthful roles. 


No longer is the public to be satisfied with 
an actress of 35 or 40 in the role of a miss of 
18. At least that is the way the managers 
bave doped it out, and in consequence many 
youthfol stage aspirants, with little experience 
and undetermined talent, are securing parts for 
Which seasoned players formerly would have 
been demanded. 


The public seems to be well satisfied with 
the practice, judging by the reception it is ac- 
cording most of the youthful overnight stars, 
and so the ‘‘typecasting’’ of novices for stellar 
roles continues apace, despite the fact that 
most actors oppose it and critics regard it as 
detrimental to the broadest development of 
the players. 

Advocates of ye modern method point to 
the great bits made by veteran players in parts 
especially suited to their physical character- 
istics. Thus, Edwin Booth was most popular 
as Hamlet, Lawrence Barrett won greatest 
favor as Cassius, and Henry Irving’s greatest 
portrayal was as the Jew in The Merchant of 
Venice. In all of these instances the players’ 
physical and emotional attributes were best 
suited to the characters they portrayed. 
= There are exceptions to the ‘“‘typecasting’’ 
system, which, after all, may only prove the 
tule. Phoebe Hunt, leading woman in A Prince 
There Was, is an instance. Miss Hunt played 
every variety of role in stock on the Pacific 
Coast before goisg to New York, and having 
read much of the type evil she was very much 
Set against it. However, on her arrival in New 
York she fell in with the crowd, so to speak, 
and in her application blanks filed in the dif- 
ferent managerial offices described herself as 
“outdoor type—just from the Coast,’ and add- 
ing that she bad won many prizes for va- 
Tious outdoor sports. Yet the role for which 
she was cast is thst of a New York girl the 
very antithesis of Miss Hunt's type. 

E. Lyal Swete, the English actor, who has 
the title role in A Burgomaster of Belgium, is 
opposed to the type system, and blames its 
growth on the commercial manager, as opposed 
to the actor-manager. ‘“‘The danger of the com- 
mercial manager,”’ says Mr. Swete, “‘is his de- 
mand for type actors. That is the condition 
which exists to some extent in America today. 
One man must always act in roles of a single 
type. It is absurd. A good actor should be 
able to play any kind of a part and play it 
successfully and with an appeal.’’ 

In the present theatrical situation in London, 
Mr. Swete says, there is a conflict, the outcome 
of which will determine whether the actor- 
Manager shall continue to exist or must give 
way to the manager who is entirely a man of 
theatrical business. “England should retain 
the actor-manager,”’ says Mr. Swete, “if that 
nation is to maintain her high position in the 
theater world. Today our hopes-are in the 
hands of Henry Ainley, Gerald du Maurier, 
Robert Courtneidge and Marie Lotr. But it 
will be no easy matter for these fine spirits, 
with their emphasis upon the art, to fight the 
invading commercialists.”’ 

Discussion of the merits or evils of com- 
mercialism is necessarily gq concomitant of the 
theater today. And it is responsible for the 
“type system.’ The manager seeks to give the 
public what it wants, for which he cannot be 
blamed. He cannot stay in business unless he 
does succeed in pleasing the public, and if in 
doing so he looks more to his own interest than 
to the advancement of art he is only follow- 
: ing the usual rule of human nature to look out 

for number one, for which, again, we cannot 
blame him. We are casting no aspersions on 
art. By all means let us have more of it in 
the theater—and better. But as we, and others. 
have said repeatedly, it is the audience that 
determines the manager’s policy. It cannot be 
otherwise. And as long as the public responds 
s0 epthosilastically to the present system it 
, Will continue in force. 
o * J - 
PROHIBITION AND THE THEATER 
The effect which probibition will have on the 
theater is naturally being widely discussed just 
now. And it is interesting to note that well- 
known producers, while differing in their opin- 
ions on the purely personal aspect of the ques- 
tion, are practically nnanimous in their helief 
that the effect of prohibition on the theater will 
be beneficial 
Oliver Morosce states frankly that, eliminat- 
ing any and all business reasons, he 1s strictly

against prohibition, and particolarly the manner 
in which the matter bas been bandied. ‘‘But,"’ 
he says, ‘‘I must frankly admit that | believe 
rational prohibition would help the theater for 
niany reasons, altho probibition of the kind some 
States and cities have locally enacted has notice- 
ably hurt the theater.’’ 


David Telasco endorses prohibition unreserved- 
ly and believes that the theater will be direct- 
ly and vitaly benefited, more so, perhaps, than 
uny other profession. 

“Its influence upon the theater will be tre- 
mendous,”’ says Mr. Belasco, ‘‘and, in my opin- 
fon, will work a vast deal of good for player< 
and managers alike. The box-office will be 
certain to reflect the changed conditions, for its 
coffers will benefit enormously by the dollars 
once spent for drink.”’ 

Two and a half billion dollars are spent every 
year for drink, according to statistics, Mr. 
Relasco states. Continuing, he says: “This 
huge sum represents, no doubt, the very human 
desire for recreation, pleasure, sociability and 


taste for alcoholic stimulants. We'll take, as an 


example, the young man (I know several) who 
has the gift of imagination, the ability to 


create characters and a story. He falls in with 
a so-called Bobemian set in order to study ‘‘at- 
mosphere,’ and being by nature what is termed 
“a goo! fellow’? soon forms such bad habits that 
his ambition is stunted and his dream of accom. 
plishment unfulfilled. When temptation {s re- 
moved from his path there is a probability that 
he will set to work and do something worth 
while. 

“Another splendid effect of prohibition will be 
the abolishment of the late-comer to the thea- 
ter. This in itself would be a godsend to the 
public. The late-comer is, as a rule, a product 
of the late dinner, and the late dinner is the 
result of liquor. 

“The new regime will, however, find the play- 
wright confronted by an unique problem.

In Petrograd the theaters are under the con. 
trol of Commissary Lonatchbarski, a violent 
lx'whevikist, and are directed by Mme. An- 
dreyeva, a well-known actress. She has forbid- 
den the performance of operag in the former 
Marien Theater and stages dramas instead 
playing chief parts berself. Shalyapin, 
one of the best known of Russian singers, 
new officially known as the “‘people’s singer," 
while most of the leading actors and actresses 
have fied to the Ukraine, 

In Moscow the commissary in charge bas drawn 
up a scheme whereby q single theater depart- 
ment !s to control theaters, picture houses and 
concert holle. This department will own the 
buildings and also the costumes and scenery. 
Salaries will be regulated Iike those of other 
State officials. “Only by the use of physical 
compulsion,” says the commissary, “‘shall we 
be able to compel famous singers to sing for 
our workmen.” He also states that artists wil! 
be put under strict discipline and wil] be re- 
quired to bave a serious attitude toward their 
vocation ard to abstain from sentimental tn- 
realities, irivialities and vulgarities."* 

It is unthinkable that present conditions can 
continue for any great length of time. Players 
will soon refuse to submit to the altogether un- 
just conditions imposed upon them. But as 
long as the country is without a stable 
government there can be little hope of a bet- 
terment of esnditiong in the theater.

LONDON THBEATRICALS 
A great boom has taken place in the theat- 
rieal business In London dnring the past six 


happiness, or, in more sordid instances, forget- 
fulness of sorrow or trouble. When a large part 
of this tide of dollars ceases to flow into alco- 
holic channels it will go into some other form 
of amusement rather than into the savings 
banks, altho they also must profit. But the 
habit of a nation for enjoyment iz too strong to 
suppose that the bulk of this vast sum will be 
set aside for necessities. The theater, being 
the most irteresting and appealing form of en- 
terla.uiment, w.ll in all probability reap a great- 
er benefit as the result of prohibition than any 
other form of amusement. 


“The theatrical profession today is, on the 
whole, a temperate profession, The effect of 
the anti-drink law will, therefore, produce no 
moral upheaval among its members. 


*“T have never indulged in any stimulants in 
my life save occasionally 2 glaxs of sherry, and, 
once in a very great while, a glass of beer, 
I have never believed in stimulants, and, altho 
I have collaborated with authors who depended 
upon alcohol, and seemed to derive a temporary 
inspiration from it, I have never seen any really 
good or permanent work as the result. On the 
contrary, I have seen promising plnywrights go 
down under the curse of drink until thelr minds 
became blank. 

*““T will even go so far as to say that prohibi- 
tion will undoubtedly bring out a greater number 
of good plays. Successful playwrights, as a 
rule, are not drinking men. However, there are a 
good many writers who are not successful play- 
wrights but who might be were it mot for a 


the innocent-lboking glass of drugged wine and 
fall into the hands of the desperate criminal. 
With prohibition governing the nation play- 
wrights will bave to invent new channels to 
the sad and bad end.” 


RUSSIA'S NATIONALIZED THEATERS 
A decree nationalizing all theaters has re- 
cently been promulgated by the Northern 
Commupe of Soviets in Russia, and all play- 
houses are now operated under the direction of 
the varioug soldiers’ and workmen's orgawiza- 
tions. 


Under the new regime the height of the ri- 
dienious has apparently been reached in the 
rules governing theaters and players. Comedies 
and operettas are forbidden as frivolous and 
penalties are provided for those who do not 
abide by the government's edict. An instance 
of the absurd lengths to which censorship is 
carried is afforded in the action of a soldier- 
censor who forbade the presentation of Shake- 
speare's plays on the ground that one such play

Until recently the soviets managed only the 
subsidized imperial theaters in Petrograd and 
Moscoy and the numerous maunicipally owned 
“people's thenters’’ scattered thru the various 
previnces. But the provisional plan drawn up 
by the Northern Commune provided for the 
nationalization of all privately owned theaters 
as well, Nominally the provincial theaters are 


That is the word Ned Waybarn brings 
back from the English metropolis, 


“It is the most remarkable thing that has 
taken place in London since the signing of the 
armistice,” says Mr. Wayburn. ‘Dering the 
last six months an unprecedented impetus has 
been given to the amnsement industry. Unttl 
then the British nation had been laboring np- 
der the depression of the war. It weighed 
down thelr spirits, casting its shadow over 
young and old alike. But when Germany mr- 
rendered the reaction set in. Their spirits hare 
bounded to the other extreme. The partial ont- 
let is the theater, They have gone amusement 
crazy. Never has musical comedy been #0 
popnlar, The drama is slighted, for they bave 
ha@ enongh of tragedy. There is a tragedy tn 
almost every home, and they wish to forget it.” 

No dowbt the popularity of musical comedy 
has greatly increased during the months that 
have passed since the signing of the armistice. 
There has been no lack of popularity to this 
form of entertainment, bowever, In past years, 
and some of England's leading playwrights 
even go # far as to profess the belief that it 
means disaster for the drama. Lord Donaany 
voiced his disapproval of the taste for light 
and frothy theatricals displayed by the Lendon 
public and expressed concern over the fate of 
serious drama, Now comes Henry Arthur Jones 
with a ecathing Indictment of the amusements 
that have been so popular for several years 
part, 

“That the staple of our evening amusements 
for some years past has been nothing short of 
national disgrace is admitted by every English- 
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man who is capable of serious thought ip the 
matter,” says Sir Henry. “The Germans took 
them as @ measure of our degeneracy and 
jeered at us, The French, with equal reason 
and more politeness, shrugged their shoulders 
avd smiled. Mr, Adolph Brisson in Le Temps 
has recently commented on the ‘puerility’ of 
the English plays be has seen and of ‘ther 
want of relationship to real life.’ 

“Surely, the question demands urgent con- 
sideration, for it is one of great social impor- 
tance in itself and of greater importance !n 
its jeoplications, Again and again, before the 
war, 1 polnted out that our growing Inability to 
think serlonsly and rationally in the theater 
was the correlative of our inability to think 
seriously and rationally about our greater con- 
cerns—our national defenses, our national in- 
dustries, our national relation, Again and 
again I affirmed that the type of entertainment 
most favored, alike by our popular and fash- 
onable audiences, was a symptom of national 
aberration and a reckless invocation to ap- 
proaching calamity.”

Anyway 
down at our printers (James, Kerns & Abbott, 
who operate the largest plant in this part of 
the country) at least a half dozen big cylinder 
presses are this minute grinding out E.-W. 


advertising. They are working on a month's- 
long schedule, too, and oftentimes on night 
duty. The Seven-Day Program is a $350,000 
run, which, in pages, computes up to the dizzy 
amount of 7,000,000. The 7's Chautauqua Talk 
totals 150,000 copies. Window cards for this 
circult number 20,000, posters half that num- 
ber, miscellaneous pieces of printing 1,250,000. 
That is one circuit out of seven summer ones. 
Two of these are printed in Calgary, one in 
Sydney. Add to this the printing for six Festi- 
val Circuits in the U. S. and Canada, the ly- 
ceum printing bere and in the Dominion, which 
amonnts to hundreds of thousands of circulars, 
window cards and posters, the printing for the 
Musical Bureau and for the Conservatory, The 
answer? My estimate is some 15,000,000 dif- 
ferent and distinct pieces of advertising—if 
your estimate is larger it is probably more nearly 
correct. A requisition for 50,000 sheets of sta- 
tionery started this compilation. And this then 
is what our system does in the way of spread- 
ing printer’s ink, 


In the New Zealand maii brought to Port- 
land by Arthur Wells was a letter from Man- 
ager Paget asking the chautauqua to carve on 
our records the name, ‘“‘Levin.’’ This little 
town of 1,500 in New Zealand sold 972 season 
tickets—a record in the Ellison and White ter- 
ritory and probably a record anywhere for a 
six-day circuit chautauqua. Casbier’s season 
tickets brought the total up to over 1,000, and 
it was necessary.to turn single admission pur- 
chasers away.

Development of American Music 


Is Aim of Campaign Started by New York State 
Federation of Music Clubs—Seek Establish- 
ment of National Conservatory 


New York, April 26.—A campaign for the 
fostering of American music and musicians bas 
been started by the New York State Federation 
of Masic Clubs. The motto of the organization 
is “America and Awerican Music First,” and 
at a dinner at the Hotel Pennsylvania on the 
might of April 24 an effort for the realization 
of that sentiment was started. 

The primary purpose was to organize music 
@lubs thruout the State into a potent branch 
of the Nationa! Federation of Music Clubs, 
which bas a membership of 27,000 in twenty- 
six States. 

The aims of the Nationa! Federation, as out- 
Mined by Mrs. Teresa Thompson Speed, Secre- 
tary of the New York State Federation, in- 
elude the establishment of a national conserva- 
tory of music to develop American artists and 


At a time when America is in danger of be- 
4ng swamped with European composers and 
productions, it is especially opportune to re- 
mind Americans that we have and can perfect 
a music all our own,” she said. “Both in the 
folk music and the more conventional works we 
have abundant material from which great 
works of art can be produced. 

“The National Federation has always opposed 
the production of German operas in the German 
language, It is not opposed to the works them- 
selves, but believes they should be sung in 
English. But, above all else, we think it nec- 
essary that America produce its own music and 
train its own artists, and that the American 
people should be tanght to appreciate that 
which has been created out of itself.’’ 

Many American musicians and composers of 
note were guests at the dinner. Reginald De 
Koven, David and Clara Mannes, Arnold Volpe 
and Gharies Sumner Ward were among the best 
known. Mr. De Koven emphasized the need of 
weaving the local music clubs into a national 
erganization. 

Mrs. David Allen Campbell, in an address on 
America First, called upon her hearers to ex- 
ert all their efforts to establish a ‘‘national tem- 
ple of art and music,” which, she declared, 
would tbe a memorial to American soldiers who 
fell in the war. 

Jerome F. Donovan diseussed the project of a 
ational conservatory of music, A bill for 
thie purpose was introduced in Congress last 
session, but did not get a hearing. Mr. Don- 
oven urged the passage of such a bill as im- 
perative to an intelligent development of na- 
tive music, 

Frederick Schlieder promulgated the theory 
that music would do more to heal international

Detroit, April 28.~—That Ossip Gabrilowitsch

The 
appointment of a third teacher in this depart- 
ment will be announced shortly, as will also 
additional teachers in the vocal and piano de- 
partments, 

Frank Gittelson is a native of Philadephia, 
and received his early education in this conun- 
try. When twelve years of age be went abroad, 
and studied with the celebrateg pedagogue, 
Leopold Aner, and with Karl Flesch. 

Mr. Gittelson made his European debnt with 
the Bluthner Orchestra, under Ossip Gabrilo- 
witsch. His success was so signal that his fame 
spread rapidly and many cities were eager to 
hear him, In all the music centers he was 
accorded immediate recognition as a great ar- 
tist. In London he participated in a joint con- 
cert with Madame Melba at Albert Hall vefore 
an assemblage of over ten thousand persons. 

At the outbreak of the war Mr, Gittelson 
came to America, and everywhere during his 
tour of the country met with great public ac- 
claim and critica] approval 

When America entered the world’s great 
conflict Mr, Gittelson promptly enlisted and was 
immediately placed in the radio service. But 
a few weeks ago he received his honorable 
discharge, and will now resume his musical 
career. In the fall he will take up bis new 
duties at the Peabody Conservatory and wil 
make concert tours thru different sections of the 
country.

™ We not only were convinced that it 

Wwould prove demeaning to the vaude- 

» ville profession, but we feared—yes, 

y firmly believed—that it would turn out 
disastrously. 

We were constrained to this belief 
by one big, indisputable fact—the fact 
that one may not have a charter from 
the American Federation of Labor un- 
less one has a bona fide union, and one 

i may not have a bona fide union with- 
' out a minimum wage. 

Right there is the menace. In all the 
history of unionism and without a sin- 
gle exception wages and salaries al- 
Ways drop to the minimum. 

Try as we would (and did) we sim- 
ply could not find compensations 
enough in trades unionism to counter- 
balance, let alone outweigh, this tre- 

aaa mendous disadvantage. 

To us it seemed as ill-advised as 
would have been the formal signing of 
an agreement to renounce all the real 
and tangible fruits of victory as a pre- 
liminary step in a long and costly war 
to obtain them.

Mr. Mountford then stood for affilia- 
tion with the A. F. of L. 

He, therefore, stood for the minimum 
wage. He had to. We have reason to 
believe that the question troubled him, 
but he had no choice other than to de- 
fend it. 

He advocated the closed shop. 

In fine, his platform was straight, 
out-and-out labor unionism. 

He fought valiantly. 

But he lost. 

He has been doing a great deal of 
thinking since. 

He is a student and possesses a log- 
ical mind—a mind, moreover, that he 
keeps marvelously young, open and 
active. 

Profound study and careful consid- 
eration have altered his views ma- 
terially. 

Just what these changes are, to- 
gether with such new conclusions as 
he has reached, he will announce in his 
own good time and in his own way. 

We do not know what they are. 

We only know that he has revised 
his opinions radically, and feel confi- 


Frankly we wish there was a prac- 
tical way of passing the buck up to the 
actors and artists. 

It is their affair and their ideas are 
the ones that should prevail. 


A plebiscite of the profession, how- 
ever, would be a very difficult under- 
taking if not an impossibility. Too 
many actors can not be reached by 
mail, too few read the professional 
press, and too many are of so discreet 
and cautious a disposition that they 
hesitate to go on record with their 
opinions. 

No, we fear a voting scheme will not 
answer.

Heigh-ho! 

It is very disconcerting and incon- 
siderate. 

We might even deem it annoying if 
our own views had .not undergone 
much amending, if our own minds 
were not in a state of flux and recep- 
tivity, and if our confidence in our own 
judgments was not nearly as cock- 
sure as formerly. 

But as it is we are compelled to ad- 
mit that different times bring different 
circumstances, and that circumstances 


pa. cases. 


In our estimation there can not be 
any -question—and there is none—at 
this stage of the world’s progress—of 
the right of labor to organize under 
leadership of its own choosing. 

Ergo, there can be no question of ar- 
tistry’s right to do likewise. 

Capital works thru corporations 
mainly because the gigantic present- 
day commercial, shipping and manu- 
facturing undertakings are far beyond 
the resources of individual men of 
wealth. The same is true of the pur- 
veying of entertainment. 


As labor can not bargain save col- 
lectively, sheer, downright necessity 
has driven the workers together in 
groups. That same necessity is driv- 
ing actors and artists together. 


Unorganized masses of artisans or 
artists are inarticulate. They feel 
wrongs and grievances deeply, but they 
have no chance to kick. They mutter. 
They grow sullen. The pressure 
mounts. The danger of explosion in- 
creases. Then from feeling real hard- 
ships they jump to imagining false 
ones. Danger of explosion now be- 
comes hazardous. 


The union cures this. Big capital 
knows it and no longer combats union- 
ism. Lesser combinations are rapidly 
finding it out. The union is a concrete 
fact—a fact that is, here and here to 
stay. So are associations, leagues and 
societies—call them what you will—of 
artists, teachers and professors. These, 
too, are facts, and will be recognized 
just as soon as they are in position to 
demand recognition, for those who re- 
fuse to recognize facts are as foolish 
as if they refused to believe that TNT 
is dangerous. 

They are courting annihilation, 

So we say to the actors and artists 
that organization is all right. We be- 
lieve in it. This is an age of organiza- 
tion. The outdoor field should be or- 
ganized. The agents in this branch 
of the game are to be commended. 
Owners and managers should do like- 
wise. 


And, returning again to the actors 
and artists, we not only urge organi- 
zation, but the exercise of your own 
choice in the matter of leadership. 

But as for labor unionism, we hon- 
estly do not know. We have many 
misgivings.

The man who gave it was 
the great Robert Houdin, and at the end of the 
entertainment he proved these manifestations 
were simply clever tricks, but the incident did 
not weaken the belief in spiritualism of either 
Lord Lytton or Mr. Collins. 

The denial of the “rope” trick has often been 
made. I have a friend who has lived in various 
parts of India for twenty years, and he affirms 
it does not exist, but the Nawabzada of Mur- 
shidabad assures me seriously that he has seen 
it. Said he: “I have watched this rope trick 
performed no less than six times at my father’s 
court in Bombay, and the first occasion I was 
seared almost to death. I was about ten yeats 
old and my sister and myself were permitted 
to look thru the closed shutters of qa veranda 
some fifty feet distant. The man gaily climbed 
up the rope and disappeared in the air. In @ 
few moments his dismembered body fell to the 
We ran over to where the gruesome 
thing lay with head, arms and legs separated 


when in an instant we heard a merry shout and 
there stoog the man, all put together bowing 
and smiling. I have seen many times the bas- 
ket, mango and duck trick, and only the last 
one has been a mystery to me."’ 


In spite of large money inducements not one- 


of these fakirs have been coaxed to appear be- 
fore any gathering outside of India, and it bas 
been argued tbat certain atmospheric conditions 
are necessary, but when you remember that once 
a fakir crosses the water he loses ‘‘caste,” it 
seems a real cause, Doubtless money means as

RIDICULING THE CENSOR 


Progressive Exhibitor in Wilm 
Del., Turns Laugh on E. _—— 
Overholtzer Et Al. 


There is certainly one exhibitor in the Uolted 
States who knows bow to handle the censor- 
suip problem. Using ridicule, the strongest 
weapon in the world, be not only seems to 
bave succeeded in his purpose of makiog the 
l’ennsylvania board the laughing stock of an 
entire city, but be also packed his house per- 
formance after performance with the censored 
fims. De did it thro publicity and paid sews- 
paper advertising. And he did it well 

The exhibitor is Benjamin J. Schwartz, of the 
Victoria Theater, Wilmingtes, Del. Now Wil- 
mington is close to Philadelphia and right un- 
der the shadow, so to speak, of the rulings of 
the Pennsylvania board. If Pennsylvania puts 
its official condemnation upon a picture tbat 
picture is naturally shown under disadvantages 
in the little State of Delaware, next door. Mr. 
Schwartz recently decided be was going to stand 
it no longer. 

He was about to show The Love Hunger. In 
this picture the Pennsylvania board had ordere! 
twenty title eliminations. Mr. Schwarts didn't 
see why these titles should be eliminated. He 
was sick and tired of being dictated to anyway. 
so he bought a good size hunk of newspaper 
space and began advertising. 

First he gave out a statement to the papers, 
saying, ““‘We have: been unable to get a play 
from any of the film bonuses which has not Seen 
more or less spoiled by the censor,”’ and stating 
that fn bis opinion the censored matter tn The 
Love Hunger was above criticism. Then he be- 
gan to advertise. ere is bis Orst copy: 

“On next Sunday we will publish the exact 
eliminations ordered by the Pennsylvania cen- 
sors in The Love Hunger. On Monday we will 
show The Love Hunger with everyone of the 
twenty eliminations In the film. And every 
patron of the Victoria will thank goodness 
Delaware never went in for politicians censor- 
ing films."’ 

Two days later be ran this, asing adequate 
space: 

“The management of the Victoria reviewed 
a photoplay called The Love Hunger and found 
it a very pleasing picture. We feund it clean. 
We found no titles, that is no printed word in 
it, unfit to show.”’ Then a description of the 
film, followed by this: ‘The Pennsylvania cep- 
sors ordered twenty eliminations to protect the 
clergy of Pennsylvania, Fiddlesticks! Non- 
sense! Onur eyes told us, our reason told as, our 
common sense told na that the Pennsylvania 
censors were acting ridiculously. 

“Monday next, at 10:30 a.m., we will show 
The Love Hunger for review by every minister 
in town, 

“If one Wilmington minister sees that pic- 
tore, steps to the box-office, writes ont @ 
statement specifying why that picture ts sot 
fit to show, states that to be bis concinsion and 
signs his full name to it the showing cn Monday 
will be our only showing of The Love Hanger 
in Wilmington, 

“Twaddle about censorship is rank nonsense. 
We ‘review’ every show for this theater, and 
nearly every week cut what censors pass, The 
Pennsylvania censors to the contrary we will 
show The Love Hunger regardless of their con- 
demnation in twenty particulars.”’ 

This was followed by a qnarter-page news- 
paper advertisement giving the eliminations in 
detail—printing them right out for the public 
to read, and winding up with this statement: 
“The Pennsylvania censors have been ridiculous

THE CRITICAL X-RAY

Except for a few unique and isolated cases 
the acquaintanceship between ideals and dol- 
lars is rarely that of friendship. The 
story of art’s sacrifice is the story of 
the ages. This, along with everything 
else, bas a reason. No single standard has as 
yet completely swayed a nation or the world. 
Be it ever so brilliant, there will be some who 
are not attracted. Thus the sculpture of en 
Michelangelo must have its critics, and the pen of 
Hugo can not bring pleasure to every reader's 
brain. Were this not true the world would 
have long since demanded the stylist’s purity 
of diction, the Raphaelic technique of the brush, 
or even the dense Wagnerian chording of its 
music. And because of this variety of taste 
the business of management of an institution 
has long been able to dictate to its artistic 
pertner what gball govern his policies, be they 
expressed thru pen, brush or celluloid. 


The production of motion pictures has come 
to a point where the star or director is given 
his instructions from the business office as to 
just what sort of a picture shall be made, how 
long it shall be and how much time shall be 
spent on its production. The photodramas of 
tomorrow, If they continue along the channels 
of today, will be made-to-measure garments, 
ready to take off the shelf in any color. But 
there will only be one measure, and that dic- 
tated by the bor-office, 


Whenever people begin to think for themselves 
the governing heads of the country report re- 
bellion and steps are taken to preserve the peace, 
usually by a wholesale execution or the more 
convenient method of imprisonment. Thus 
when a few people with ideas of their own begin 
to express them, it is not unexpected that a bue 
and cry shall arise with che view of censure. 
it has been reported in the several languages 
that the prime reason for the fermation of the 
United Artists Distributing Corporation was 
to increase the incomes of the various members. 
As an opening thrust it must be admitted that 
this has a certain publicity winning value. 

Four people have joined together to make 
pictures in the way they think pictures should 
be made. The need for such organization arose 
when one man and his associates announced, 
and as a matter of fact did at that time almost 
contro] close to ninety per cent of the theaters 
and producing companies of the moving picture 
industry. Exhibitors under the conditions that 
were then arising would no longer be able to 
show attractions they desired; motion picture 
companies without merit would be and as a mat- 
ter of fact have been placed on an equal stand- 
ard with others worth ten times their value, 
and the public would no longer have the oppor- 
tunity to judge that which is good or bad and 
set its mark of approval or dissapproval to the 
extent that such productions would no longer be 
made or foisted on the exhibitor. 

In the matter of compensation, the members 
of this new organization have deliberately chosen 
to dismiss the highest offers ever made in the 
history of pictures and produce pictures on a 
basis which will force them to assume all risks. 
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If this is a bid for more money it is wel] camou- 
Caged. 

This organization decries no single ¢ t of 
persons, bas fault to find with any one’s pro- 
ductions, does not attempt to set a etandard 
by which pictures shall be made, but is in word 
and writing bound to give to the public such 
pictures as it feels that public should see and 
criticise, at prices commensurate with the qual- 
ity of production and a fair profit for those 
concerned in the labor of production an exbibit- 
ing. 

In these offices the ideal will attempt, st 
least, to dictate to the dolar. 


OPEN BOOKING IS POPULAR 


There hare been two immediately recognizable 
results of the W. W. Hodkinson Corporation's 
policy of wide open booking, which not only 
permits, but prefers to sell all of its productious 
past and present singly on the basis of therr 
individual merits, 

First, exhibitors, large and small, have wel- 
comed this decision with the larger exhibitors 
of the country for the first new production re- 
leased thro the Hodkinson mechanism, the 
Artco-Harry Raver-Augustus Thomas production, 
As a Man Thinks, starring Leah Baird and di- 
rected by George Irving. 

In closing for a booking of his solid Washing- 
ton, D, C. chain of theaters, Harry M. Crandall, 
the big Washingten exhibitor, said: “If you were 
offering me As a Man Thinks as a part of a 
series of pictures J] would find it difficult and 
perhaps impossible to play this big production, 
not because (J do not want it, but because my 
previous and existing contracts would not permit 
my taking on at this period of the year a vol- 
ume of additional pictures. I do not mean by 
this that I am committing myself to a full- 
fledged approval of wide open bookings, for there 
are many conditions within the trade that must 
be adjusted before J would wish to wholly ap- 
prove the system.

Shocked at Advice Given to Exhibitors by “Adver- 
tising Experts” in Trade Journal — Exhibitors 
Are Too Sensible To Pay Attention to 
“Bunk’ of This Character

The Billboard, in accordance with a request 
of the U. S. Department of Labor (Informa- 
tion anf Education Service), prints the follow- 
ing communication:

Palmer, 
directing their attention to an advertisement 
in a moving picture magazine, announcing the 
Telease of a picture, entitled Bolshevism on 
Trial, in which proprietors of motion picture 
houses ere urged to placard their neighbor- 
hoods with flaming red flags advertising the 
Piece and to employ soldiers to tear them down, 
all with a view to exciting interest in its pro- 

Auction. 

Secretary Wileon vigorously protests against 
@howing the picture and the methods advocated 
for advertising it. In his letter to the two 


Cabinet officers he suggests action under Fed- | 


eral law. if such authority exists. Following 
is the letter: 

“April 17, 1919. 
“My Dear Mr. Palmer: 

“In The Moving Pictare World, ef April 19, 
1998, startling editorial advice is offered to 
moving picture establishments concerning the 
tmethods of securing patronage for a photoplay, 
entitled Bolsbevism on Trial. Elaborate prepa- 
rations are apparently being made for the pro- 
dvetion of this play. It is described as an ex- 
pose of socialism and bolshevism, but the 
editorial advice is calenlated to produce violent 
Gisorder wherever the play may be advertised 
tm the manner proposed. 

1 call your attention to the following quota- 
tion from the editorial in question, and espe- 
cially to the part which I underline: 

“*Ron an extra show at night. Have a spe- 
¢lal showing for school children. Work all of 
the crowd stunts. Then put up red flags about 
tewn and hire soldiers to tear them down if 
Necessary, and then come out with a flaming 
handbill, explaining that the play is not am ar. 
gument for anarchy. Have the bills ready 
printed that you may get them out quickly or 
the idea may boomerang. Work out the limit 
on this and yon will not only clean up, but 
profit by future business.’ 


“I bave never in all my experience seen more 
dangerous editorial advice. At a time when our 
country is struggling with the problem of re- 
adjustment from a war to a peace basis, when 
there is of necessity great difficulty in toaking 
readjustments and a consequent spirit of un- 
rest, this publication proposes by deceptive 
methods of advertising to stir every community 
in the United States into riotous demonstra- 
tions for the purpose of making profits for the 
moving picture business, anf? the owners of 
this particular photoplay, 

I have an abiding faith that the vast ma- 
jority of the moving picture theater operators 
are law abiding, patriotic citizens, who can not 
be tempted for temporary gain to engage in the 
wholesale disturbances snggested by this piece 
of advice. There may be some, however, who 
are willing to endanger the lives, limbs and 
peace of mind of their neighbors for the pur- 
pose of promoting their business affairs. If 
such there be, there should be some method of 
prevention. I do not know that there is any 
Federal law that can reach this incitement to 
crime against the peace of the country, but I 
am calling it to your attention so that you 
may take such action as you think appropriate 
and legally possible.

Sam has really no reason to be alarmed? If 
he were intimately acquainted with inside con- 
ditions he would know that no exhibitor of any 
experience or standing or gifted with even a 
trace of humor ever thinks of taking this 
“advice on advertising” seriously. With all 
due respect to the Department of Labor and its 
keen sense of patriotic and official duty it i< 
pursuing a swarm of files with heavy artillery. 

In the friendliest and most fraternal spirit 
‘we want to ask our esteemed contemporaries 
whether they really believe that the average 
exhibitor takes the slightest stock in all this 


foolish advice proffered by “partor” exhibitors 
in the trade journals. 

Time and again we have read snch expert 
advertising advice as this: ‘“‘When you run 
this feature get a camel, a bear and if possible 
a lion, a byena and a tiger and parade them 
around the town for three days. This will get 
the coin.” Or a gem like this: “Send to 
Washington for a German Submarine. Have 
it taken apart in your lobby and then try to 
get your patrons to assemble the parts. This 
will canse a lot of talk and insure a large 
attendance from the “bug bouse,’ if one hap- 
pens to be in your neighborhood.” Here is

The habit of talking to the exhibitor as if 
he were a sort of connecting link, his skull 
entirely surrounded by a vacuum, is one of 
the funny incidents of present-day ‘‘trade 
journalism."* The fact is that the exhibitor is 
a keen, practical business man, with lots of ex- 
perience, of which one ounce is worth more 
then a ton of advice turned out by the chorus 
of “parler” exbibitors. 

Having visited thousands of motion picture 
theaters in this country and abroad and having 
talked to many thousands of exbibitors I bave 
learned one thing: The exhibitor is most 
keenly responsive to public sentiment. He will 
never do anything to outrage public sentiment. 
Bath his instinct and his experience save bim 
from such blunders, Exhibitors who cannot 
gauge and interpret public sentiment never stay 
im business very long.

It is evident that the years of experimenting 
and vast «ttms of money expended are about to 
bear fruit, The question natarally arises: What 
does the addition of color in motion pictures 
mean to the producer or exhibitor? 

Kinemacolor, which was heralded as the eighth 
wonder of the world, made the attempt to com- 
mercialize color in motion pictures. It was 
a failure, due to the fact that it required spe- 
tial machines and a technical expert in the 
projection booth wherever shown, but it has 
never been denied that when properly projected 
it proved a delight to the eye and to the senses. 

Now, as color adds eome to the cost of 4

A typical Nazimova picture, full of weird 
and freaky acting. Audiences fond of 
Nazimova will be pleased. Pilot thin and 
incoherent, settings excellent, many strik- 
ing spectacular scenes. 


THE STORY IN SKELETON, FORM 

Nazimova plays the part of a woman, the 
offspring of a white father and a yellow 
mother, After the death of her Chinese grand- 
mother she is taken to the Christian mission, 
where she falls in love with a young clergy- 
man. At the mission, too, lives Sam Wang, 
an Eurasian doctor, who professes Christianity, 
in reality, is a Boxer leader, One day 
Sackville, daughter of an English

diplomat, comes to the mission. She bears a 
strange resemblance to Mahlee, noticeable to 
all. Mahlee observes with jealousy the grow- 
ing attachment between Blanche and Andrew. 
Sam Wang sees the jealousy and tries to per- 
suade Mablee to return to the faith of her 
mother’s ancestors, At first she repulses bim,

Ray, a sort of village genius, is in love with 
the daughter of a banker, and, to gratify her 
desire for an automobile, he exchanges a ram- 
shackle sort of a ‘car’ for a new potato 
peeler. The car goes to pieces on the first trial, 
but later comes very handy in the pursuit of 


his mind, returns most unexpectedly and asserts 
bis marital rights. His wife thereupon confess- 
es that she does not love him and wants to 
marry his one time rival. Happily the director 
provides a very charming young girl who is 
madly in love with the soldier and she recom- 
penses him fer his lows. 


THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This is a theroly artificial film play, an in- 
consistent thing of shreds and patches In which 
desperately involved situations are cleared up 
by a flood of subtitles, one of the latter con- 
taining abort one hundred words. The appeal for 
the audience’s sympathy is quite complicated 
and therefore often confusing. One just begins 
to sympathize with the husband when he does 
something foolish, and when your sympathy is 
shifting to the wife she spoils it by some faux 
pas. There are all thru this feature strong 
overdoses of that setimentality upon which this 
director and scenario writer cften rely for 
scoring ‘with the public. Scenes in hospitals 
for crippled children may at times be necessary 
for the development of the plea, but here is 
too much of it altogether. Such scenes deli- 
cately bandled and not drawn ont too long are 
often exceedingly dramatic and pathetic, but 
the audience resents too much of it, especially 
when no apparent purpose in connection with 
the story seems to be served thereby, as there 
is no one ontstanding star in this play. Outside 
of Elliott Dexter the acting is quite mediocre.
